of pressure from adjoining toss- 
may he treated in the same manner 
as hard corns, but the toes should 
be kept separted by small pieces o! 
sterile gauze, or absorbent cotton, 
changed once or twice a day to pre- 
vent moisture.

AS WE SEE IT 


FINANCE 


Money conditions continue favorable, but 


lack of progressive Credit Leadership stiU is. 
keeping business from going ahead as it 


should. The great need now is for a banking attitude of eneour- 
agrement and helpfulness. Prevailing rates are low enough. The 
difficulty is that prospective borrowers are not sufficiently encour- 
aged to take advantage of these rates. All requests for loans are 
scrutinized with such unsympathetic minuteness that th'e average 
business man tends to become discouraged. The effect of this atti- 
tude spreads out also considerably beyond the circle of those imme- 
diately concerned. Banking conservatism tends to become busi- 
ness timidity. By the same token, a hopeful and forward looking 
banking policy would generate general business optimism and 
confidence. The evolution of modern business has made banking- 
the great "key industry" but those conducting that industry are 
not exhibiting the quality of leadership that American business is 
entitled to expect. 


There is talk of a reduction to 5J/£ percent in the discount rate 


of the Kansas City Federal Reserve Bank. A year ago this bank 
was a heavy borrower. Now it has more than $65,000,000 of un- 
used credit. The cotton belt also feels the relief consequent upon 
the increased price of cotton. It is calculated that the South is 
$200,000,000 richer than when cotton began to climb. 


BUSINESS FAILURES 


INCREASING 


We said in this column several 


\veeks ago, that as the business 
situation improved, that more 
business failures would be re- 


corded. This is happening, and there is a tendency to an increase 
in the number of business failures. Banks in the earlier periods 
of the liquidation movement were unwilling to force some of tiieir 
:lients into bankruptcy, when they failed to meet their obligations, 
but are now less sensitive in the matter. The revival of business 
after a depression is marked by an intensified aggressiveness of 
competition. The stronger and abler firms cut into the business 
of the weaker, and it is inevitable that from such a struggle for 
existence there should result ap increased mortality with the sur- 
vival of the stronger.

nd order for 5,000,000,000 kroner notes. vln time these notes 
vill probably be applied to the useful purpose to which American 
Revolutionary bills of credit were put, namely to paper the walls 


barber shops. 


German marks are in a desperate condition, and there seems 


o be no bottom for thorn short of worthlessnass. There is talk of 
he German Government controlling exchange on the theory that 
the recent crumbling of value was due to speculation. But the 
underlaying cause is the same as the cause with Poland and Hun- 
gary—the running of tne printing presses. 


The depreciation of the German mark is telling heavily, 


against France. France's financial solvency is largely involved 
with the German indemnity payments. 
If Germany defaults, 


France must suffer, because should the German mark completely, 
collapse and the German Government become bankrupt the repar- 
ation payments at least for the time being will cease.
